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GOLD AND SILVER. 
Since in the immortal poem of Job, 1t was de- 
clared to the world that “ there iy a vein for the 
silver and a place fer gold,” men have been 
diligent, as they were before, in their search for 
the precious metals Prior to the discovery of 
gold iy California in 1848, but little of the tempt- 
ing ore had been found withia the limits of the 
United States. In 1789 Washington, writing 
to the Lmperor of Morocco, with whom, in 1786, 
Mr. Barclay had made a treaty. udvafitageous to 
our commerce, which Congress bad ratified in 
1787, used the following language : 


“Within our Territories there are no mines 
either-of gold or silver; and this young nation, 
just recovering from the waste and desolation af 
along war, has not yet had time to, acquire 
riches by agriculture and commerce. 

What would the Father uf his country, were 
he now living, say to our extensive mineral 
possessions. From having “no miues ether of 
gold or silver,” we have acquired the richest 
auriferous and argentiferous regions ov the elobe, 
We have to-day a larger population engaged m 
mining the precious ores, than any nation in 
Christendom. Step by step this branch of in- 
dustry has enlarged its area, dnd pushed into 
new provinces nntil we find it standing side by 
side with agriculture and commerce, as an agent 
of profitable employment and productive wealth. 
It is estimated that from the mines of California 
alone, over six hinudred and fifty millions of dol- 
lars, in gold, were taken from 1818 to 1560. iu- 
clusive. 
during last year, the fifth since their discovery, 
is said to have been twelve millions of dollars 
Wells, Fargo & Co, sent from thew offige, in 
Virginia City, during the month of November. 
$746,751 in bullion, which as is commonly sup- 
posed. embraced only about two-thitds of the 
amount taken from the mines, while persons con 
versant with the prospect are of the opinion that 
the product Yor 1864, will exceed twenty milhons 
of dollars.

AFFAIRS ON THE COLORADO — From Deputy 
Marshal Phillips, who returned to Fort Whipple 
a few days since, with the census returns of the 
Colorado district, we gather several items of 
general interesi. 

Boats are now ranning from the mouth of the 
river as high up as La Paz. They reach the lat- 
ter place about three times a month. A new 
boat, owned and freighted by Captain True- 
worthy, was reported at the mouth of the river. 

Business at Anzona City and La Paz is not 
overly brisk, though a large-emizrativn is expect- 
ed from California, by Tio places, during the 
Spring and Summer. Heavy stucks of goods 
were accumulated at both points. Flour is adine 
for $12 at La Paz. The miners along the river 
arc in good spints. Several new towns have 
been started. Laguna, Patoto. and Mineral City. 
are all on the river, between Arizona City and 
La Paz. s 

The San Francisco Mining District, which in- 
cludes Fort Mohave, is attracting especial atten- 
tion. T. Scott Stewart, Esq., of Philadelphia, 
who lately arrived there with a number of enter- 
prising Pennsylvanians, has been made Recorder 
of the District ‘The lodes are well defined and 
traceable for a long distance. Several quartz 
mills are to be erected at once. Captain Atchi- 
son, commanding at Fort Mo bave, has permitted 
his men (Co. of Calfornia Vols) to devot 
some time to prospecting, and they have accu- 
wulated a great number of feet, and are san- 
gume of pecuniary independence. 

Above Fort Mohave, at Hardy’s Landing, and 
at El Dorado Cañon, there is a considerable 
population mostly from New England and the 
Middle states. ‘The lodes thereabouts are con- 
sidered very rich 

The condition of the Mohave Indians is bad, 
The failure of their crops last year has deprived 
them of bread, and they are living on roote, and 
have ju several cases, stolen animals. One, 
caught and punished by Captain Atchison. pro- 
tested that he stole from no hostile disposition, 
but simply to keep from starvation. 

Mt Philips returned from La Paz to Ante- 
lope by the Ehrenberg road. He confirms the 
reports as to its excellence in every particular 
excepting water. ‘Phere is a stretch of seventy 
mies without that essential to travel. here 
was a fair prospect of obtaining water at Abby's 
well, which would reduce the distance to fifty 
miles. It is thought that if that well, and others 
are not a success, that a deviation of some miles 
from the present line of the road, to the south. 
will take ìt through a country more favorable for 
water. If wells cannot be relied upon, the peo 
ple of La Paz and Antelope should try this new 
ronte at once = It is of vital importance that a 
feasible road for trains should be found between 
those two points.

After carelullyyexploring the upper valley of 
the San Francisen, we crossed over to the east 
side of the river, for the purpose of pursuing our 
explorations towards the head waters of the 
Salinas. We lett the valley on the lat of March) 
travelling due past, and svon struck the chain of 
mountains which bounds the valley ou the cust 
and suuth-east. It presented the game appear- 
ance ag the mountains we had previously bravel- 
led through, We expertenced little difficulty in 
our first days’ march, and in the afternvon came 
to a small valley in the monntaros, which appear 
al to have been a favorite camping ground 
of the Indians, judging from the uumber of tires 
which had been thore. lt affurds an excellent 
shelter for stock, being bounded on all sides by 
munntains and lofty peaks, fromm which a person 
can overlook the whole valley. We camped 
here fur the night, at a spring of water, which 
the Governor called Oak Sprug. ‘Phe avil is of 
ared sandy nature, bearing excellent feed for 
animals. Lhe rocks resetuble the qld red saud- 
stone, and iv some places rise perpendicularly, 
sumilar to luscription Rock On the next duy 
we Gonlnaed our eastern course, through large 
and ahnost impassable canons, and numerous 
diy creeks.

The bettomin the upper, or Cabo-de Lobos 
part. of the bay, is sandy in parts, gravelly and 
pebbly in others, and near the shore composed ol 
cobble-stones. gravel. pebbles and sand. The 
shore or beach is generally sandy, gravelly, and 
pebbly, ‘The bauks are low sandy loaw. except 
the aonthern part, which consists of high bluff 
of sand and shell of avout a mile and a qnarter 
in length. broken by ravines and gullies. From 
Point Kino to Cabo de Lobos. the bay extends 
about 59 miles, and has a depth of about two 
miles near the centre ; at Point Robivson a ledge 
of broken jagged rocks extends into the sea 
about 400 yards. The constant ripple at this 
place indicates the presence of rocks. By ex- 
tending a mole or breakwater in the direction of 
these rocks. four or five hundred yards, vessels 
could ride at anchor in the bay to the south with 
the greatest security in almost any stora.

The Sacramento Union haga sensible article 
upposing the proposition of Thurlow Weed, ang 
others, to return to the old system of managing 


from sales Mr. Weed estimates that at the 
Hose of the war the national debt will amount to 
fuur thousand milhons of dollara, and contends 
that the price of tbe public lands should be fixed 
ut the former rate, intead of allowing them to be 
ovttled under the [lomestead Law 
from the Union : 


We quote 


Under that law, the cost to the pioneer settler 
of occupying one hundred aud sixty acres of land 
is simply the cost of survey and transfer. Under 
the old system a quarter section of land cost two 
hundred dollars ‘The homestead policy leaves 
the pioneer, who possesses the former price of 
the land, money to supply himsel with stock, 
mplunents, and the means of temporary subsia- 
tence. Under the old system, when the price of 
land was added to the cost of the joumey from 
Kurepe to ane of our Western ‘Territories, the 
idneements off red co emigrants were far less 
powerful, and thousanda of the victims of the 
pittaueg paid labor of the Old World who might 
have Mired to come to our Republic were de 
terred by the hopelessness of attempting to rise 
the requisite sum At present, lands fur the 
landless are freely offered in some of the British 
colonies, and there mo Associations in Bngland 
to extend aid to those who wish to enngrate to 
those distant dependencies, We have had abun 
dane evidence that the better class of emigrants 
would prefer to come to the United States, but 
itis questionable whether an increase of the 
diliculty of obtaining homesteads in our ‘Territo- 
nes would not turn the current in another direc 
tion Can we afford to do tha?

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A ROAD, TO THE GULF. 

Since the unfortunate want of sagacity or the 
wilful neglect of Mr. Gadsden, deprived us of an 
outlet upon the Gulf of California, without going 


through Sonora, we must secure the best right of 


way through that State that the cremustances 
will admit of. We believe there ia now no legal 
permission for the passing of American travellors 
and trains through its limits. By the fourth ar- 
ticle of the Gadsden treaty it is stipulated that : 

- Tbe vessels and citizens of the United States 
chall, in all time, bavo free and unterrupted poss 

#26 through the Gulf of California, to and from 
their possessions situated north of the boundary 
lne of the two countries. Tt being understood 
that this passage is to be by navigating the Gulf 
vf Oalifornia and the river Colorado, and not by 
jad without the eapress consent of the Mexican 
government. 


We me not aware that objection Les been 
raised to the going and voming of our citizens at 
their will, and no obstacle was putin the way of 
Major I’ergussou, of the Califurnia Volunteers, 
in his survey of the country between Tucson and 
Libertad, made in the autumn of 1862. 

We have inadvertently neglected giviogpropor 
attention to the report of the results of that sur- 
vey. Inthe language of General Carleton to 
General Thomas : 

Jt is of great importance as showing how much 
cheaper snpphes can be gotten for Arizona and 
the Mesilla valley, via Libertad, (hau from India- 
nola, ‘Texas, or from Kansas City. ‘Phe report 
jg of still greater importance when considered 
with reference to the political and commercial 
geography of onr country. Ft shows how pracu- 
cable it is*to-make a railiond [rom the lio 
Grande, to the Gulf of California, aud thus to 
the Pacific. It shows how very important it is 
for us to purchase from Mexico. before it be 
comes a possession of, say, France, a stip of 
territory which will give us so five and accessible 
a port op the Gulf of California. 

However successful we may be in the naviga- 
tion of the Colorado, and in finding practicable 
roads to California, or in obtaining transit privi 
leges in Mexico, there can“be no doubt that the 
ownership of a good port upon the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia is necessary to the convenience and proper 
development of our ‘Territory Moreover to 
Tucson, and all the region sonth of the Gila, the 
advantages to be gained by the extension of the) 
Amencan flag over a portion, if not over the 
whole of Sonora, are so palpabie as to wartanty 
every honoruble effort for the acquisition of such] 
territory. We confess to disappointment that} 
our present clever minister to Mexico, Mr, Cor- 
win, has not in view of the notorious defect in} 
the Gadsden boundary line, the growing impor- 
tence of our Pacilic possessions, and the unset- 
tled state of politics in Mexico, embraced the 
opportunity to acquire for the United States, the 
port of Libertad, if not that of Guaymas We 
cannot believe that the negotiation would have 
been attended with a difficulty worth paming 
when: compared with the great benefits tu be de- 
rived from its success. 

Mojor Fergusson describes the port ot Liber- 
tad as a valuable one. The soundings show a 
depth of water sufficient for vessels of any ton- 
nage; the holding ground is excellent, being 
generally of fine white sand and ghell. The 
shore or beach is sandy, gravelly and pebbly 
The banks aro low, sandy loam, except the south- 
ern part, which consists of high bluffs of sand 
and shell of about a mile and a quarter in length, 
broken by ravines and gullies. T'he bay extends 
about five and three-fourths miles, and has a 
depth of about two miles year the centre; at 
Point Robinson a ledge of broken jagged rocks 
extends into the sea about four luudred yards. 
Te constant ripple at this place indicates the 
presence of rocks, und the Major suggests that. 
hy extending a mole or breukwater in the direc- 
tion of these rocks, four or five hundred yards, 
vessels could ride at archor in the bay, to the 
south, with the greatest eccurity iu almost any 
storm. The country about the port is not alto- 
gether favorable for a town, but the obstacles are 
by no nfeang insurmountable, anfl of the route 
from Tucson, the Major declares that he never 
saw a better natural road for such a distance, or 
one more favorable for a railroad, so far es the 
topographical features of the country are concern- 
od.

Sonora with its rich mines, its fine agricultural 
lands and its excellent ports, would ‘quickly fall 
into the hands of onr advancing armies It is 
written in the book of destiny that by the nego- 
tiations of peace, or the arbitrament of tho sword 
that valuable State shall 
allegiance anly to the stars and stripes.

Fort Yuma, April 26, 1864. 
EDITOR OF ARIZONA MINER: 

Sır :— Wil you publish a few facts in justice 
to the old company now navigating the Colorado 
River. Capt Johnson, and the other members 
of the company, I know have refrained from seek- 
ing notoriety through the columns of the San 
Francisco press, and from answering any of the 
absurd statements made by the man named 


Adams. So extremely ridiculous did they ap-| Groceries, Provisions, 


pear at the time, they thought sensible men 
would not be indneed to invest in an enterprise 
that will involve at least a capital of one bundred 
and fifty thousand dollars; that sum being less 
than the present company have already invested. 
But as some parties have embarked, and are now 
ov the river, prepared to do the wonders prom- 
ised by trumpeting of Adams, a few facts will 
not be amiss. Ih reference to the amount of ore 
said to be on the banks, awaiting transportation 
at the time adams left for San Francisco on his 
self-constituted mission, it will be enough to say 
that the steamer Cocopah goon after brought 
down every pound of ore, of every hind. awaiting

‘There was a good stage of water last 
summer, but instead of sending vhe goods torward 
so ag to arrive in July, August, September, and 
October, they were delayed until the river hu} 
gone down and were then crowded in more rhpidly 
than the steamers could possibly carry up in san 
reasonable time.

there must have been a stoamer to every shipper, 
if he had only five tons, for all wanted their. 
goods first. Ja the summer monthe the Cocopab, 
now running to La Paz, could make the trip in 
four days, landing 60 tona per trip, say seven 
trips per mouth—in all making 420 tons per 
mouth; whereas, alter the water had fallen, she 
made but two trips, with about 40 tons per trip, 
making 80 tons per month. The difference, you 
will see, was disaetrous to the mining interests, 
and unprofitable to the company. As regards 
the class of boats, and their adaption to the riy- 
er, it ia only necessary to pive 8 reference to any 
steamboat Carpenter, or steamboat man in San 
Francisco, who saw and worked on them. ‘They 
are as good us can be had; the Cocopah, when 
launched, drew 14 and one-half inches, is 140 
feet long, aud 29 feet beam. The Colorado 
No. 2,drew 16 inches, is 145 feet Idng, and 29 
feet beam. ‘The dimensions and draft will satisfy 
aay steamboat man, as they certamly do the 
Company, that they will abundantly answer all 
demands for the coming season, The Company 
have built, and have now in use, a barge capable 
of carrying 150 tuna, to be used in tide-water, 
and as far as possible beyond, knowing well that 
nothing is to be depended on towing barges much 
beyond tide-water. They have a new steamer at 
the mouth of the river that will be laanched and 
ready for use by the first of June, larger than 
either of the others, which will put (bem in pos- 
session of transportation more than sufficient for 
all wants of the mining community this year, 
and parties need not be afraid to ship on account 
of a lack of transportation. 

Capt. Trueworthy’s buat, the Esmeralda, now 
at the mouth of the river, is 95 feet in length, 
and 21 feet beam At the present stage of water 
she will carry, from the mouth ot the river, 25 
tons. and as she has vo Loat to bring her freight 
to Yuma, it will double the length of her time, 
so the best that she can do, allowing for the ex- 
perience that the old Company have had, will 
be to make two trips per month, carrying 50 
tons in all—and taking six months to discharge 
one vessel. Wo don’t see “the relief” prom- 
ised. 

All the old Company now want, is that ship- 
pers will send forward their freight in time, aud 
vot wait for low water ngain. Since the state- 
ments made in San Francisco m reference to the 
amount of ore, there has been quite a quantity 
raccumulating, which, upon the first rise, 
the VUompany will take down to tide-water. 
Their offer to propectors, made publicly, and 
acted up to mm every instance, to carry to tide- 
water, and ship to Sau Francisco, their ore-end 
wait until they had reterns [rom it before requir- 
mg Treight money. isa sufficient guaranty of their 
liberality, and willingness to assist in developing

Three years ago they fitted out an expedition 
to go to Salt Luke, to determine how near they 
could take freight on the boat, and carried avimals 
lto explore the Salt Lake road.

THE WOOLSEY EXPEDITION. 
{coxcLtpnn.] 


We arrived at Ash Crevk at sunset, where we 
capped = At neon, oy the 3rd, a party of thirty 
left, to scout in the Vieimty of a high pine muun- 
tau that borders the upper valley of the Kiv 
Verde on the West. We met our pack train oo 
the evening of the 3rd, at the crenega, or head of 
the cast branch of the Agua Fra, where we 
camped antil the 5th.  Winle we were caiped 
at the clencega,we met Col, Chavez with a de- 
tachment of the Missouri Volunteers. lle was 
returning frum an exploriag expedition towards 
the Little Colorado, aud reported having tuund a 
feasible route, making the road to Wiigate a 
great deal shurter, We reached the Rio Veide 
about 2p. a. aba point some ten miles lower 
than Col, Chavez would cress it op bs new 
route. In passing through the Canon Diablo, 
we fongd a fair copper lude, of that Class Galina 
atacemite, which if in the vicinity of a ous igavle 
river, or a railroad, would undoubtedly be valu 
able. 

While we were camped on the river. the party 
uf thirty. who bad been out vu a thieve uays! 
acuut, came iw; they were Ured und hungry, avu 
svome of them did pot arrive til after duik, bav- 
ing almost entirely given out. Sume of thew 
would, perhaps, have perished had it not been 
fur the aid of Richard Gud, who essed them of 
their loads Ly carrying their rifles, and encuusag- 
ing them to push on tu camp. Some of tuem 
had been travelling for twenty hours witboat a 
morsel uf food, aud sowe had their feeb exposed 
to tba sharp eutuing points of ihe lava rou 
heir rud bad been a successful one. Sume 
eluhteen or twenty miles uurth of Squaw Canoy 
they succeeded in surprising two raucherias, 
killing sixteen Indios. One of the paty, 
Mr. Jobin Dickgon, recugnized an old rascal tu 
whom he had given tobacco, at Col Woulsey’s 

tauch, on the Agua Fria. Mr. Dickson was 
satisfied that his old Indian frreod bed a baud i 
the wounding of Mi. Ingalls, near Cane Creek. 


ifor be wore dir. Ingalls’ bat, which was recogniz 


ed by some peculiar holes in the top. bhes 
named the place of the fight Quartz Canon, there 
being a very large quartz ven rubung throngh 
the hill, pear the raccheria. Some of the rock 
thep found contaimed galena. ‘The party destroy- 
ed a large amount of tanned deur-skivs. muotal, 
aud other stuff, that wenld be yaluavle to the 
{ndiang 

‘The next morning we went up one of the east 
targhe of the Gia Sa de, whel we called 
taw Forkvand tampa ebon? ok tides bem! 
the maa ther Wink camped bore we @iscay- 
ered a saahe seme belt’ mH oo dotat. which 
wee Ront bnth g r oowalt be lee sae ce ul 
ac tia, baba tue | eub ta oe the smoke ol 
mot pt. whieh a co ele of epas und a back | 
were Earning A peed inapy shelo were dnd at 
them. nut it was nut uscertuimed whether uny 
of them were wounded or not. We destroyed 
the pit and returned to camp, arriving there at 
2 ovlock in the morning. At ten a.n. we fol- 
lowed up the creek ten miles, where we crossed 
aver acd took up on the dividing ridge. About 
mid-day we came toa dead halt, it being inposa- 
sible to advance on account of some steep chasms 
direcily in front. Scouts were sent out to pros 
pect fur a road ; they returned stating that there 
was a deserted ranchers in the canon. to the 
iight of us,the fndsans havinp left bnt a chort 
tine previous, and that we could descend mto 
the canon and cross uver to the other aide, where 
there was a trail leading up the mountain to a 
high table land. We descended and camped. 
but after we had unpacked, the qnestion arose p 
where is the water? All bands begav hantune 
for it, but none was found, sod we were ander 
the becessity of taking our Canteens acioss We 
mountam to Clear Fork. We Jouud plenty of 
museal, mach of winch we devoured, as must of 
us had hy tbis time become very fund of it. 
What we could not eat we destroyed. 

About daybreak next morning, one of the par 
ty, J. Donubagh., while on goud, was shot 
through the neck with an arrow. Tle was sitting} 
close to some biush, and the Lodians crawled apy 
and Jay concealed. [fearing a cap snap. directly 
behind jum, be rose ap and approsched the 
bushes, when be received the snow through tits 
neck. fle immediately gave the alarm, and Col. 
Woolsey and several others rushed to the spot. 
guns in hand, and poured a volley intu the ras- 
cals. They succeeded, however, o making their 
escape, Dr. Alsop extracted the arrow, and 
dressed the wound. ‘Fhe arrow pas-ed between 
the wind-pipe and jugular vein, the point merely 
pricking through the skin on the other side. 
Dusohagh h. s since recovered. 

At sunrise we starled up the mountain, and 
camped near some tanks of water, where we 
cooked breakfast A‘ter breakfast we stat ted 
an. travelling newly all day ; the road was goad 
At sunset we camed near some tanks intending 
to make this oar beadquarter for a while, there 
being plerty of water and grass, and an oper 
coonuy., ‘The next dry, we found by seontine 
around, that we were ner the bead of lupsil 
Creek: the formation here belunging to’ the 
primitive Clase, ; 

Being within some twenty-five miles of the 
valley of Wah-poo-eta, or Bip Rump, Colonel 
Wools y said, tliat in “passing through his do-

All that portion of said Territory lying scuth of 
the Gila River, and eust of the 114th degree of 
longitude, west from Greenwich, shall constitute 
the First Jadicial District. 

All that portion of said Territory lying west 
of the 114th degree of longitude, west irom 
Greenwich, sball constitute the second Judicial 
District ; 

And all that portion of ‘said Territory lying 
north of the Gila River and east of the 114th 
degree of longitade, west from Greenwich, shall 
constitute the Third Judicial D'etrict. 

The Ffon, Wiliam T Howell is hereby assign- 
ed to the First Judicial District, and will hold 
the courts therein 

The Hon. Juseph P. Allyn is herehy assigned 
to the seeond Judicial District, and will hold the 
courts therein. 

The Hon, William F. Turner is hereby assign- 
ed to the Third Judicial District. and will hold 
the courts there. 

To the First Judicial District, a District Court 
of the United States, for suid District, shall be 
held at Tucson, commencing on the last ‘Tuesday 
of May next, and to continue two weeks; and a 
second tam of said Court, for said District shall 
be held at Tucson, commencing op the fast Tues- 
day of c ctober next, and to continue two weeks, 

{n the Second Jadicial Pistuict, a District 

rourt of the United States, for said District, shall 

be held at La Pag. commencing -on the lust 
Muesday of June next. and to continue two 
weeks ; and a second term of said tourt, for said 
District, shall be held at da Paz, commencing on 
the last Tuesday of November next, and to con- 
tinne two weeke, 

‘The times and places for holding terms of the 
District.

Al cowbined, it 
wade a picture that none could bat admite 
Returning about a ole back on our trail, where 
we supposed we would be secure from observa- 
Lob, Wa made camp. Unfortanutely, the, men 
prevailed upon the Colonel to allow them to 
bud a fhe, which spoiled oar calculations, for 
soon after we leit. the Lext morning. two Ludiaos 
found where we had camped and immeduatpyly 
returned tu the valley und gave the alarm, Suun, 
namerons signal sinvkes were seen curling up 
iron the tops of the neighboring mouutains, aud 
alzo tram the valley Qui tramp had been fruit- 
lees Tt would have been folly to descend to the 
valley expecting to surpiise any of the Indians 
for it was evident they were aware of gar where- 
Ir 
they bad any stock, they would immediately 
ton ot off to biding-places in the mountains op- 
‘Therefore, it was thought best te retarn 
to camp. stat anew from there. and enter the 
valley ftom the vurth-eastern side; we arrived 
in camp oa the fourth day from the time we left 
i by a more chicurtuons ronte, On our route to 
camp we fonnd sume fine young trees of the sugar 
maple. albo honey-sackle, and srawberry vines, ip 
several canons. 

The formaton gf the soil is of the primary 
order, sedimentary sand stone, and carbornderous 
lnme-stone, belonging to the saluian age We 
found several fine specimens of mollusks. oysters 
and other sea-shells, imbedded m the rocks. 

Daring our absence, Dr Alsop. who had been 
left in charge at the camp, constructed a corral 
for the better protection of the animals and pro 
visions, We therefore gave to our camp the 
appellation of Fort Necessity. 

Aller tikivg an inventory of our provisions, 
the atarGivig t afb appeared, that we hal beut

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Rio Verde We arrived at the Verde on the 
third day, nothing of note happening, except the 
discuvery of a small lake, or more properly speak 
ing, ap unense spring. some two huodied yards 
in breadth, of cueulur form. The water was 
clear, and as blue sa the sea. Jt was very deep, 
and on one side there flowed ont a stream snf- 
ciently mge fur two sluice heads. This spring 
is surrounded on three sides by high bluffs, and 
iu these blaffs were caves ether nataral or cut 
out, which were walled up in front. with door 
ways. and passages from one room to another 
They were probably built by the Aztecs We 
wave the name of Monteznma to the well, Tn 
the afternoon of the 16th we struck out fom the 
Ro Verde, to Woolsey Ranch on the Agna 
Fria, the koawing of hunger urging ua to a quick 
pace, We reached the cienega at dark where we 
were met by Mr. Jaycox, who had been sent 
op ahead to to bring enough provisions tor 
uur party to help usin to the Ranch Early on 
the ith we anved at tha Ranch, where the 
Galonel gase us alla * squire meal” before dia- 
bandioe We held a meeting. agreeing to meet 
at this plaice on the Lith of next month. and te 
statt anew forthe Apache country, The time 
has since beeu changed to the first af June.
